The Square Riggers Square Dance 
Club support the present suggested 
attire but not to refer to it us а 
"Recommended Dress Code." 

We are of the opinion that "Dress 
Code" be eliminated from any reference 
to the clothing worn by square dancers. 
Code suggests law and is too strict for 
clothingreference. "Recommended Dress 
Attire” conveys the same message but in 
a more friendly and subtle tone. 

Personally 1 do not believe it will be 
difficult expecting the women to wear 
proper attire, such as prairie skirts 
which seems lo be very poplar now 
and still identifies the members as 
square dancers. Many of the younger 
women still seem to like the flaring 
skirts with the petti pants, 

As for the men I believe it may be 
difficult to get them to comply since so 
many like wearing jeans which ! do not 
believe belong in square dancing as | do 
not believe short sleeve shirts are 
correct, | am sure at sometime you 
have taken, in a call, the arm of a man 






wearing a short sleeve shirt, I think it is 
very uncomfortable and somewhat 
repulsive or not desirable to take hold 
of (ће bare arm of a hairy perspiring 
man. | sure do not like it and [ am a 
male. | cannot imagine how the women 
feel about it and they take the arm of à 
man more times then a man 

1 am sure there are dancers in most 
every elub with views opposing those of 
our club and myself. but also many who 
would support our views. | believe the 
ultimate question is, do we not want 
square dancing to have its own distin- 
guished dress which identifies the square 
dance activity and clubs apart from other 
clubs where dancing is performed? 

Why do other activities such as 
football, basketball. baseball, soccer ball, 
track, ete. have their own distinguishing 
dress attire? It identifies that particular 
sporting activity from other sport activi- 
ties. The basic pattern is the same and it 
serves to identify like clubs throughout 
the country from all other sports. The 
colors and slight pattern differences are 
there but the activity pattern. is main- 
tained in each like club, You could 
compare it to square dancing and 
ballroom dancing. They are both dancing 
activities but also they each have their 
own distinguishing dress apparel. 

I trust this will help somewhat to 
define our views on square dance 
dress attire.

“down east" in Maine. They moved 
here a few years ago. I'm calling a 
dance for the club they belong to 
tonight and they have been kind 
enough to invite us as house guests for 
the weekend. Yesterday we took a tour 
off the main roads and were reminded 
of the beauty of this region. 

Our friends are long time dancers 
and the husband is a Maine native who 
has been separated from his heritage 
lands through several decades of an 
engineering career. When he retired 
he wasted little time in finding a way to 
return. As they made the move his wife 
received considerable sympathy from

nual Meeting and the New [England 
Square and Round Dance Convention by 
next month. EDSARDA will also have 
elected new officers by that time. This 
is alsu the time frame when most of our 
New England clubs and associations will 
have elected new Officers for the upeom- 
ing square dance year. The first order 
of business for these groups should he 
that the outgoing administrations con- 
duct a “TRANSITION” meeting with the 
incoming administrations to pass on all 
pertinent information concerning each 
office or committee position. The new 
Officers should meet very shortly after 
being elected and plan all of the club’s/ 
association's activities for their term of 
office. In particular, clubs should develop 
an intense recruiting campaign for new 
dancers for the fall beginner's sessions. 
The campaign should start-early in the 
summer and continue vigorously until 
the new season starts. Every aspect of 
recruiting that you have ever heard of 
(and you can afford within reason) 
should be tried. During this same time 
frame, all of our New England Asso- 
ciations should try to help their mem- 
ber clubs by developing and 


implimenting various methods of pro- 
moting the overall square dance activ- 
ity. It's important for all of us to put 
forth a joint effort to try to effect a 
turn-around in recruiting new dancers 
to replace our losses that have oc- 
curred over the last several years. 

This is an off year for the EDSARDA 
Management/Information Forum, but 
keep checking The Northeast Square 
Dancer Magazine for a notice concern- 
inga Leadership Conference to be held 
by the Square Dance Foundation of New 
England as this is their "on" year. 

The next scheduled meeting of 
EDSARDA is on Sunday, October 1. 
Remind your Delegates to attend so 
that your club will be eligible for the 
drawing of the seventy-five dollar 
($75.00) “Altendance Award" that 
EDSARDA is continuing for the next 
square dance season.

TUMBLEWEED 


Formation: Square 
Musie: It works well with either a hoedown or singing call. 
Routine: 
Number 1 man bow to your partner. 
Swing your partner. 
Break the swing with a right and left lead. 
Go around that square like a tumbleweed. 
(Gent #1 and lady #1 separate, go outside their corners, come in between the 
side couples, inside the next and outside around the opposites.) 
Swing when you meet. 
Sashay thru the #3 couple to the center. 
Sashay back on the same old track. 
Head back home on the way you came, in and out, do just the same. (Go home 
reversing the route.) 
Meet your partner with one short swing. 
And promenade go round the ring. 


Note: Add intro, middle break and ending to fit the seven sequence singing call if 
you use same. 
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T... month I would like to share two 
soup recipes with you. These have 
become my favorite soups. They are not 
hard to make and are so good. 


Noodle Egg Drop Soup 
3 cans (10 1/2 oz. each) condensed 
chicken broth 
1 1/2 quarts water 
3 Tbsp. chopped fresh parsley 
1 green onion sliced 
2 1/2 cups (4 oz.) medium egg noodles, 
uncooked 
1 egg slightly beaten 
3 Tbsp. butter or margarine 
In a 4 quart saucepan, heat broth, 
water, parsley and green onion to 
boiling. Gradually add noodles, cook, 
stirring occasionally, 4 minutes. Stir in 
egg, simmer until egg is cooked. 
Remove from heat, stirin butter. Makes 
6 servings 1 1/2 cups each, This should 
take about 15 minutes start to finish. 


Itallan Wedding Soup 
1 package of frozen chopped spinach 
3 cans chicken broth 
2 cups small pasta (pastina or broken 
spaghetti) 
1 Ib. lean ground beef 
Parmesan and Romano cheese (grated) 
A little onion powder, garlic powder, 
salt and pepper to your own liking 
2 Tbsp. olive oil 
First make very small meatballs 
(like a Swedish meatball), One 
meatball is about 2 tsp. or 3/4 of an inch 
round. Cook them in olive oil, garlic 
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powder and onion powder in a frying 
pan on medium heat until cooked, pour 
off drippings and turn up the heat and 
brown them pretty good for flavor. Set 
aside until later. Pour 2 cans chicken 
broth into a large soup pot. Cut the 
frozen spinach into several smaller 
chunks (or let it thaw out first). Mix the 
frozen spinach with the chicken broth 
until it is all unfrozen and separated. 
Put meatballs in the spinach and broth, 
and set aside. Put the other can of 
broth in another pan, add a can of 
water and some salt. Heat until 
boiling, and throw the pasta in. Cook 
until pasta is tender. Put this into the 
big soup pot with the rest of the 
ingredients, and stir over medium heat 
until simmering. Serve in small soup 
bowls (like French onion soup) and 
add grated Parmesan and Romano 
cheese on top. Salt and pepper to 
taste. The cheese makes it so good, so 
don't be stingy.

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New Dancer Dances 


First, we wish to thank all clubs who 
host “New Dancer (Class) Level” 
dances, These dances allow the new 
members of our activity to experience 
the fun and fellowship that all square 
dancers enjoy. Going to a dance should 
be more relaxing and enjoyable than at- 
tending a weekly workshop. The new 
dancers should be allowed to apply and 
practice the calls they have learned. 

There is a problem with these 
dances but there is also a solution. The 
problem is that there is not a list of calls 
that make up the class level. The calls 
used at these dances are a subset of the 
Mainstream calls. Callers (and many 
dancers) know that CALLERLAB iden- 
tifies the teaching order and the time 
expected for new dancers to learn 
Mainstream. It should be possible to 
determine which calls should be used 
at class level dances. 

The class level dances that we have 
attended this year have shown that 
callers do not limit their choreography 
to those calls that the new dancers 
should have been exposed to by that 
month. We saw new dancers having to 
learn the last call on the Basic list (#53 
-Ferris Wheel) and Mainstream calls. 
New dancers should not be expected 
to know these calls in December yet it 
occurred at three different dances. 
These dances are not workshops. 
Work-shopping a call the new dancers 
should know is OK, but teaching one 
or more calls that should not be in the 
choreography is wrong.

One solution is to identify which 
calls should be used at Class Level 
dances. Caller Jim Penrod's web site 
identifies the calls that new dancers 
should be ready for at new dancer 
dances held between December and 
April. His Basie-Mainstream defini- 
tions link www.ewws.net/-penrod/ 
program.html shows the following in- 
formation used by the Central Cali- 
fornia elubs: 

December (1 thru 35) 

January (1 thru 43) 
February (1 thru 53) 
March (1 thru 63) 
April (1 thru 71) 

This list is based on new dancers 
starting lessons in late September or 
early October. Some area clubs start 
new classes in January. Dance ads The 
Northeast Square Dancer Magazine 
and flyers for class level dances should 
show more than just "Class Level," 

We still remember the horrible times 
we had going to dances before the stan- 
dardization of the levels, Basic, Main- 
stream, etc. We had completed both the 
"50 Basics" and the “75 Basics” classes 
so we thought we could go almost any- 
where to dance and we tried. We tried to 
learn “the other" calls quickly as we were 
pulled and pushed about but once the 
other dancers saw that you did not know 
the calls used at their dance, you could 
not get in a square. Our problem was 
solved when CALLERLAB was formed 
and the levels were set. Now, if we could 
only do the same for our new dancers.

YOUR BEST ADVERTISEMENT 
USUALLY IS THE SATISFIED CUS- 
TOMER! This is the headline for a 
marketing article I discovered recently 
in the Milwaukee Journal Sentinel. It 
was written by Robert Grede, author of 
“Naked Marketing - The Bare 
Essentials” (Prentice Hall. Не isa 
faculty member at Marquette Univer- 
sity in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

The first sentence in his article is 
“Word-of-Mouth is the best form of 
advertising.” The article continues 
about testinomials being very effective 
and the cornerstone of good advertis- 
ing. The last sentence in his article 
reads, “However you use testimonials, 
they are the second-most effective way 
to promote your product, the next best 
thing to “word of mouth.” 

In the 50's, 60's, and 70's, word of 
mouth was all that square dancing needed 
to get new dancers. Dancers who have 
learned to dance and are enjoying the 
activity simply tell their friends and 
relatives about the good time they have 
every week square dancing. Then 
something happened. Our new dancer 
numbers dropped off dramatically. 

Those of you that have been around 
for awhile know what happened - our 
new customers were not as satisfied as 
our old customers were when square 
dancing was easier to learn. 

LEGACY surveys have indicated 
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that there is simply too much to learn to 
become a square dancer! Most new 
dancers persevere through lessons 
(now called new dancer dances) and 
get their diplomas. Some disappear 
from the square dance scene immedi- 
ately. Others stick it out for a few 
months hoping that things will get 
better. But they don't. Within three 
years, most of the new dancers of a 
given graduating class are gone and 
most never return. 

Why? They are not satisfied 
customers. And guess what? They tell 
their friends about their frustrating 
square dancing experience. And, as 
Paul Harvey would say, “Now you 
know the rest of the story.” 

Many leaders in the square dance 
activity blame other factors for our 
decline in new dancers. And, | agree. 
However, the major reason for our 
decline in new dancers is what 
LEGACY surveys have highlighted - 
TOO MUCH TO LEARN IN TOO SHORT 
OF A TIME FRAME. 

I recently discovered an article in 
the November 1999 isssue of the 
EAASDC Bulletin, the official publi- 
cation of the European Association of 
American Square Dancing Clubs 
(EAASDC), written by Calvin Campbell. 
The title of his article is: WALK A 
MILE IN THEIR SHOES. lt 15 so well 
written and it tells it like it is.

We want as many 
people as possible to read it. The 
article shares the experiences of the 
typical new dancer who has had just an 
exposure to square dancing. 

The Community Dance Program 
(CDP) is a step in the right direction. 
Stan Burdick, co-editor of Mikeside 
Management, а Caller Note Service 
publication, mentioned the success that 
callers Ken Kernan, Cal Campbell 
(mentioned above) and Dennis 
Leatherman are having with the 
Community Dance Program in his 
March 2000 issue. For example, Dennis 
Leatherman, a Wisconsin caller, has 
about 200 dancers involved weekly in 
his CDP program. We have danced 
CDP with Dennis and we know it works. 
The dancers have a ball at every dance, 
even Plus dancers in attendance.

My last column discussed why callers use awkward material, 
and gave specific examples, such as: Star thru - Veer Left; 
Centers Pass Thru - Veer Left; Heads Star Thru - Zoom. Let's 


continue with this topic. 


Do-sa-do. This is a call which has a 
double reversal of body flow and which 
attempts to hide this reversal by 
rounding off the corners. Callers who 
are interested in smooth calling know 
that the fewer Do-sa-dos they call, the 
more smooth their dance will be. 

Callers are obsessed with Do-sa-do. 
From facing couples, any graduated 
dancer can do a Swing Thru without 
having to do a Do-sa-do first, yet callers 
persist in preceding Swing Thru with 
this eall. How many times in a singing 
call do callers say “Heads Square Thru 
4, Do-sa-do, Swing Thru?" The Do-sa- 
do is totally unnecessary, yel this 
combination is consistently used. Why 
do callers use this combination? 
Because it is on the cue sheet that 
comes with the singing call. Who writes 
the cue sheet? Callers. 

Ever notice people swinging on а 
Do-sa-do? Are they doing this to be 
rebellious against the caller? No, they 
do it because their bodies instinctively

know that a Swing is much smoother 
than a Do-sa-do. 

Do-sa-do will always be with us, 
because it is an historical part of our 
activity. But callers would be doing a 
service for smooth dancing by limiting 
this call (о по more than 4 times a night. 

Stop-and-go dancing results if the 
caller is calling something unusual and 
needs more time to explain it, But if 
material is unusual all night long then, 
as Jim Mayo said, "it feels more like an 
examination than a dance." But it is not 
all the callers' fault. Due to the weak 
floors so prevalent in the U.S. along 
with so many people "walking" instead 
of "dancing," callers have to call even 
standard simple material in a stop- 
and-go manner much of the time. This 
is why callers love to call in Europe and 
Asia, because there people "dance" 
and can do the calls with proper timing. 

Summary, Ultimately the callers are 
responsible for the smoothness of the 
dance. The smoother the dances, the

better for our activity. The caller may or 
may not be at fault when it comes to 
stop-and-go dancing, but the caller is 
responsible for awkward material. 

Do your part. If callers call “Star 
Thru - Veer Left,” or “Heads Star Thru 
- Zoom,” or if they use an excessive 
number of Do-sa-dos, complain after 
the tip. If the caller takes the position 





that you are just a dancer so you don't 
know choreography, then say that Ed 
Foote told you to object to these 
specific things. 

If callers will eliminate awkward 
material, in all its various forms, then 
we may save some people from 
dropping out, and thus all of square 
dancing will benefit.

Hey, hope you all have a good time 
at the Nationals. By the time you read 
this, we should all have recovered from 
all the dancing and workshops. Now, 
back to normal, whatever that is.... 

One more way with a circle skirt: 

This really makes up very easy once 
you get the hang of it. It is a basic circle 
skirt with rows and rows, how many 
rows depend on the length of your skirt, 
of either pre-gathered or flat lace. I 
must admit this idea is not mine. Janie 
Roberson, wife of our caller Jimmy 
Roberson, made an outfit for one of our 
dancers. It was just the cutest idea, so 
here it is. 

You will need to determine if you are 
going to use flat or pre-gathered lace. 
This works best with lace at least 5" 
wide, if narrower lace is used then you 
will need extra yardage for more rows. 
Try to use a coordinating color or white 
for your basic circle skirt. If you are 
using pre-gathered lace, then you are 
well on your way. 

Now here are the step by step di- 
rections that work for me... 

Using pre-gathered lace 

For a skirt that is 23° in length, you 
will need 15 yards for the skirt and at 
least 3 yards for the top of your choice. 

1. After making your basic circle skirt 
don't sew up the back seam so you can 
apply the ruffled lace on a flat surface. 
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2. Start at the bottom and apply the 
ruffle so that the bottom edges are 
even. You can sew as is or baste in 
place to make sure of the placement. 

3. Place the next row of ruffled lace 
so that the bottom slightly overlaps the 
ruffle you just attached. 

4. Continue up the skirt with the 
ruffles, until you reach the waist, mine 
usually end 2 or 3 inches below the 
waist seam. If you have basted the 
ruffles, now is the time to make adjust- 
ments, and then complete the skirt by 
sewing up the back seam. 

After you have made one of these, 
it gets easier and believe me you will 
have a one-of-a-kind outfit. The top 
can be made with a basic peasant 
blouse using the pre-gathered ruffle on 
the neckline and sleeves, or use any 
blouse type you prefer using the 
ruffled lace as you see fit. 

Using flat lace 

This is more time consuming but is 
usually the least expensive. 

For a skirt that is 23° in length, you 
will need 25 yards for the skirt and at 
least 3 yards for the top of your choice. 

1. Start with your basic circle skirt 
leaving the back seam open as done in 
the pre-gathered instructions. 

2. You will need to gather your flat 
lace. Mine are done using my gather- 
ingfoot on my sewing machine. For me 
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Manufactured by 


it is best to gather all the lace at one 
time (and get on with the sewing). You 
will want to use a loose gather. With 
all the ruffles on this skirt it isn't nec- 
essary to make tight ruffles. 

Continue making the skirt as in 
steps 3 & 4. 

Some tips that may help... 

If you find some lace that is not as 
wide as you need, you can add some 
coordinating flat lace to the bottom. For 
instance, if you find some flat dotted 
Swiss lace that is only 4 inches wide, 
add some white lace at the bottom, 
making up the desired width. If you use 
blue ruffles, trim with white lace, then 
use a white circle skirt. 

Sometimes it is hard to find wide 
lace, but when you do, make sure you 
purchase enough. I have several skirts

made like this and each one was made 
using lace that was found on the clear- 
ance shelf. 

The neater the waist band is, the 
better this type of skirt will look. Try 
using 2 inch wide non-roll elastic for a 
nice look. You can then finish using a 
zipper and regular closing (large hook 
and eye). 

Pre-gathered eyelet trim makes an 
excellent choice. You can add some 
trim to either the top of the pre- 
gatherd eyelet or some decorative 
stitching on the bottom. 

This can really be a dress up look if 
you can find just the right lace. The 
thing to remember is..have a creative 
mind when you're out shopping, and al- 
ways, always buy enough of what you 
need.

Dreamworks/Swingtime - GMP-505 Hoedowns 
GMP rarely turns out hoedowns but vou have to wait for good stuff to come along 
“Dreamworks” uses a fiddle and electric slide to enhance that dreamlike quality 
of the music. “Swingtime” takes a different approach with another fairly mellow 
piece, there are no highs or lows in either piece just fine instrumentals, Of the 
two, I liked “Swingtime” best due to the wonderful guitar and piano work that 
creates the flair behind the music. Check this one out! 


Banjo Creek/Down The Creek - BMV-30 Hoedowns 

"Banjo Creek" uses a very prominent 5 string as the lead with а very unusual percus- 
sion line, kind of a sharp edge to the music. "Down The Creek" follows the same pattern 
but adds a fiddle to the mix for n change up, BMV delivers music strongly based in the 
bluegrass tradition but backs it all up with fine instrumentals, Give it a listen. 


The Mail Must Go Thru - TAR-106 Monk Moore 
I'm usually not familiar with all tunes adapted for square dancing, this being one 
of those, but I have enjoyed each Tarheel release. This one makes for a genuinely 
busy singing call. However, | usually use my Tarheel records for hoedowns and 
the dancer response is always favorible. No exception here with a quality instru- 
mental track and a very busy air. 


Rebel Blues/Hold On - Q-928 Hoedowns 
Great double sided hoedown “Rebel Blues” has a definite cool begining, great 
riffs in the middle and a boomchucka percussion pattern, "Hold On" takes a dif- 
ferent approach with a boom chucka beat and a more traditional 5 string banjo 
to carry any melody.

Aware of the dramatic decline in 
dancer numbers, the Committee for the 
Promotion of Square & Round Dancing, 
Inc, was conceived in early 1995 by Jim 
and Kathy Page in the loft of their home 
in Bangor, Maine. Jim and Kathy be- 
gan writing letters to all the clubs in the 
State of Maine, along the New Hamp- 
shire and Canadian borders, inviting 
them to presentations by them in vari- 
ous locations.

Everybody is talk- 
ing about doing more marketing to get 
new dancers, Clubs, areg association,

There's good news. The NES&RD 
Convention was a huge success. The 
committee's gamble to house the whole 
show in a single building paid off 
handsomely, There were a couple of 
sound problems. The committee is 
already working on ways to improve. 

The other good news for me is two 
recent dances I have called. Both were 
in Maine. One of them was not a big 
crowd but both gave me something | 
seldom see these days. At one, the 
squares on the floor for the last tip 
included every person who had come 
into the hall that evening. They all 
stayed to the end of the last tip. The 
other wasn't quite that perfect but it 
was close enough. We had ten and a 
half squares that night and nine of 
them danced the last tip. I'll settle for 
ninety percent anytime. 

One of the ways | measure how well 
I've called is by the percentage of the 
people who stay for that last tip. All too 
often, I'm told, a substantial share of 
the folks disappear immediately after 
the banners are given out. That doesn't 
happen to me very often but it's not 
unusual to have the erowd down to 
seventy percent for the final tip. 

Sometimes the dance is just too 
long. A three-hour dance with no 
refreshment break is longer than most

dancers want these days. Sometimes 
there is some “A” dancing before the 
regular dance starts and that can 
stretch the evening some. (Both of the 
Maine dances had a half hour of А-1 
before the MS/P dancing began.) 

All those factors have some bearing 
on how eager the crowd is to stay until 
the end. I, personally, believe that the 
way I call the dance also has a strong 
influence on whether people stay to the 
end. If] see to it that most of the people 
are able to dance successfully, then 
more of them will stay around. If, as 
sometimes happens, I am not able to 
call well enough so that most of the 
floor succeeds most of the time, then 
the crowd tends to thin out early. 

Why, you ask, would I call so that 
the floor breaks down? | try not to but 
keeping the dance interesting and 
guaranteeing the success of people 
wilh a broad range of dancing 
experience is not easy. In fact, that 
represents the highest calling skill. Ed 
Gilmore once said “Any idiot can break 
down the floor. It takes a caller to keep 
them dancing." I first heard that forty 
years ago. It took me twenty years to 
discover how true it was. I've spent 
most of the next twenty working to 
improve the percentage of suecess on 
the floor at all of my dances.

This month we are going to stray a 
little from Square Dance apparel but 
not for long. 

Our church has Wednesday Night 
Dinners that are prepared by a mem- 
ber that does catering and his helper. 
For the last meal of the year we decided 
it would be nice to get them both some- 
thing to show our appreciation for their 
volunteer time behind the sometimes 
HOT stoves and ovens (4 of each). Some 
members were going to make gift bas- 
kets, some were getting them a gift cer- 
tificate to a restaurant, kind of a gag gift, 
get it? Well, it just seemed natural to 
me to MAKE something to wear. Sev- 
eral years ago I made a Chef's apron for 
my Uncle Bob. Uncle Bob was the first 
male that I knew who cooked. When I 
was 8 years old.....won't tell you how 
many years ago that was........ Uncle 
Bob came for a visit and made break- 
fast for us all the next morning. He 
made the most wonderful meal. To 
an eight year old I thought this was 
the most elegant breakfast in the 
world. He used garlic, ves garlic in 
the eggs, added some cheese, green 
peppers, erumbled bacon, and toma- 
toes .....this was my first omelette. Won- 
derful! He buttered the toast right from 
the toaster and cut it in half diagonally, 
Wow! Made orange juice foamy by whip- 
ping it with a whisk. Now this was à 
gourmet meal. Well to get back to 
sewing..years went by....many 
years....and then one day for no reason 
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at all I thought 
I should make 
my Uncle Bob 
an apron, he 
still eooked, mater of faet, he was now a 
cook extraodinair. In a old issue of 
Southern Living (1978) instructions 
were given to make an apron. I modi- 
fied it for a man...made it shorter and 
put pockets on the front. This is really 
an easy projeet and with this the "grill 
out" season, why not make one for the 
cook in your family, male or female. 
Following are my directions: 
2/3 yard of 45' washable fabric 
3 yard of 5/8 ` grosgrain ribbon (cord- 
ing works good for a man's apron) 
Fold fabric as shown (Figure #1) 
Using a yardstick outline the apron as 
shown

Cut along the outline 

Open the apron and on all edges turn 
in 1/4" toward the wrong side and 
stitch (Figure #2) 

(If you have a serger you can serge this 
raw edge) 

For the bottom hem turn in again to 
form hem and stitch

Repetition Counts 


In May and June, this column put forth 
some thoughts which might be employed 
this fall for new dancer introduction and 
teaching of square dancing. Tradition- 
ally, September has been the start month 
for new introductions. In many areas, 
efforts are made to have the month or 
even a week proclaimed “Learn to 
Square Dance Week.” 

In our continuing effort to suggest 
newer themes, we'd like you to consider 
not having the words “learn to” included 
with the words “square dance” in any 
promotions. Rather, make it just plain 
“Square Dance Week” or “Square 
Dance Month.” Most people are aware 
that to enjoy any activity, they must 
learn something about it since the 
activity does not come naturally to 
them. You don’t have to put the word 
“learn” in a key location in the

promotions you conduct. 

You've heard all the reasons why we 
feel square daneing is a healthy 
recreation but that alone will not get 
people to try it. Promotions will work 
best if there is some type of follow up 
and in some cases, you really have to be 
creative. Personal contact is the 
greatest way to get people dancing. 
Never loose sight of that fact. 

And with respect to the Multi-Cycle 
Program, if you use that method, you will 
be promoting square dancing at least 
three to four times per year in your area. 
That's much betterthan only oncea year. 

Just count in one week how many 
times you hear, see or read certain 
advertisements on radio, televison, the 
papers or magazines. Promotingsquare 
dancing once a year just does not work 
in this day and age.

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CLUB LEADERSHIP NOTES

Outstanding leadership is some- 
thing we look for оп а regular basis. We 
found that OUTSTANDING LEADER- 
SHIP recently in the Toronto & District 
Square & Round Dance Association, 
Inc. (T & D). The Toronto & District 
Square & Round Dance Association, 
according to an article written by Dean 
& Ethel Fisher, Collingwood, Ontario in 
the April - May —June 2000 issue of the 
Canadian Dancers News, started the 
1999/2000 dance season by sponsoring 
a Callers & Cuers Clinic at Brook Uni- 
versity in July 1999. This year, T & D 
has again sponsored an “Incentive Pro- 
gram” which offered to callers and 
cuers who run Basies Classes and are 
members of the association. 

Quoting Dean & Ethel, “Here is the 
deal! Callers, cuers or clubs within the 
association who conduct a Basies Class 
through the year T & D will pay you 
$150 when you graduate that class. In 
addition to the money T & D will host 
two dances for the Basics dancers 
through the year.” 

Wow! What a great idea! They have 
atotalof 10 classes registered this year 
in the program. Many state organiza- 
tions have five digit amounts in their 
savings accounts and CDs. Maybe some 
states who have had several National 
Square Dance Conventions have six 
digit savings accounts. Now is the time 
tor other provincial and state square & 
round dance organizations to open

their pocket books and offer an incen- 
tive program similar to the one that T 
& D is offering in the Toronto area. 

The incentive for clubs is especially 
attractive because most clubs lose money 
in their new dancer programs each year. 
The $150 could easily be enough to put a 
new dancer program in the black. 

Provincial and state square & round 
dance associations with large cash re- 
serves are actually not living up to their 
constitution and bylaws. Their purpose 
is to promote square and round danc- 
ing in their respective areas - not build 
up large cash reserves. Many associa- 
tions just use the interest earned on their 
savings to promote square dancing. | 
think we have to take a step further and 
invest more dollars to get square and 
round dancing growing again. 

The CALLERLAB Convention is 
over with and the reports of what hap- 
pened are dribbling slowly into the 
square and round dance press circles. 
We sure hope they addressed the 
dancer retention issue, That is our 
number one problem. Marketing will 
bring in the dancers hut only positive 
change will keep the new dancers, The 
current status with new dancers is that 
they have to "swim or sink" in the real 
square далее world whieh is oriented 
to the “more is better” concept, 

Everybody «поша study the article 
tilled, The Life Cvcle of Our Activity: 
written by Ken Hirueci, that appeared 
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FAMILY VACATIONS SINCE 1926 
Ellis & Harry Ring - Innkeepers 


in the July 2000 issue of this magazine. 
It is an excellent article about what 
needs to be changed in our activity. The 
article even caused comments on square 
dancing discussion lists owned by Ken 
& Helena Robinson. The fourth sugges- 
tion is what caused the reaction. The 
fourth suggestion “is adding new calls 
or eliminating old ones from the current 
situation; i.e., combine existing lists of 
calls, and eliminate redundancy to make 
a more simplified, and easy to use entry 
level dance program." The article ties 
in well to our recent discussions of 
dancer retention being our most serious 
problem facing the activity today. 

The only answer that I can visual- 
ize that will help us solve our retention 
problem is do away with the Plus pro- 
gram, putting most of the Plus calls into 
Advanced and the rest into Main- 
stream, followed by a thorough house- 
cleaning of the Mainstream program. 
Now that is not so bad, is it? Why can't 
we simply realize that we have to take 
positive action to retain our new danc- 
ers? Often the clubs are blamed for our 
poor dancer retention. And, to a de- 
gree, this is true. Clubs simply do what 
the experienced dancers want and that 
is "Soft Plus" square dancing. But, is it 
worth trying to satisfy this select group 
at the expense of our new dancers? 
Many clubs are down to 2 or 3 squares 
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We've been hosting Square Dance Weekends since 
1962. May we host your next Weekend or Club Outing?

per dance. It will get worse before it 
gets better. And when things get bad 
enough they will take action and go 
back to Mainstream dancing and start 
retaining more of their new dancers. 
Ken Ritueci is right when he referred 
to the Plus program as a virus and it 
needs to be removed. Quoting Ken, 
“like any virus, we can choose to ignore 
it or be consumed by it.” Remember 
that the Plus program was not created 
because of a need for more programs; 
it was created to avoid "getting rid" of 
a group of calls, newly created by call- 
ers for the most part, to avoid these 
callers being upset and possibly not 
joining or retaining their membership 
in CALLERLAB. Note that back then 
callers did not need an ASCAP/BMI li- 
cense. Now, getting this license is the 
primary reason for membership in a 
caller organization or a round dance 
leader organization. All this is food 
for thought and, remember, together we 
can make things happen for the better. 

Till next time, happy dancing, it 
is a pleasure that will not last forever.

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BRITISH DANCER SURVEY

The British Association of Ameri- 
can Square Dance Clubs did a survey 
of its membership in 1998 that is the 
most complete and exhaustive study I 
have ever seen on the square dance 
activity. It analyzes dancer back- 
grounds, experiences and opinions on 
a variety of square dance topics and 
attempts to draw conclusions from the 
survey's results. 

Even though the survey was done 
in Britain, the parallels between 
British and American dancing are 
very similar. Any organization in the 
U.S. which is attempting to study long- 
term trends and attitudes in square 
dancing would find a wealth of 
information in this report. 

Cost of the 42 page survey is $20

support for the current legislation 
which is now in Committee. 

Each year, with an influx of newly 
eleeted officers in our member clubs 
and associations, there are questions 
concerning the operation of EDSARDA. 
EDSARDA's Executive Board is made 
up of individuals from our member 
groups. The association conducts 
delegate meetings three times в year, 
usually on the 1* Sunday of October, 
January and May. Each member club/ 
association may send four delegates to 
our meetings who are authorized to 
vote on any business issues or items 
being considered. Anyone else in our 
activity is welcome to attend our 
meetings but they will not have the 
privilege of voting on the business 
being conducted. 

It is important that both the 
delegates and other interested parties 
attend the EDSARDA meetings as the 
Association does have a significant 
impact on the square dance activity in 
our area and to some extent on the 
national level as well. Much valuable 
information that is helpful for club 
operation may be obtained at the 
EDSARDA delegate meetings. 

This fall, EDSARDA will not hold 
their Management/Information Forum 
but the Square Dance Foundation of 
New England will be conducting à 
Leadership Conference. Please consult 
the Northeast Square Dancer Maga- 
zine for details of their event. 

The next EDSARDA meeting will be 
held on Sunday, October 1. Refer to the 
advertisement in the Square Dancer 
Magazine for the details of time, 
location and directions.

Square ога is fun - in ALL its 
many forms, | have recently done a 
couple of “one-nighters” where | was 
calling for people with litile or no pre- 
vious square dance experience, А! 
these | have been reminded, again, 
how very flexible this activity is. It is 
fun for folks who have spent 100 
nights learning the fundamentals of 
"club" square dancing. [t is also fun 
for folks who are square dancing for 
the first time. 

This leads me to wonder once again 
why so many "club" dancers seem to 
believe that square dancing can only be 
fun the way they do it. The NECCA 
clinic next month is generating a lot of 
interest. Many dancers are accepting 
the offer to hear about a different way 
of presenting our favorite recreation. 

If past experience is any indicator, 
many will go home asking "How will this 
get more dancers into our ‘Plus Club?"

who want to learn to square dance. 
Most of us realize that it takes time to 
learn to dance with enough confidence 
to be comfortable at most “club” dances 
here in New England, 

It seems obvious to me thal a.recre- 
ation with "popular appeal" will have 
to be easier to learn than what we now 
have to offer, We can do that, Square 
dancing can be fun no matter how many 
calls we use. Callers worry that dane- 
ers will be bored. Nearly all dancers 
tell me that "boring" doesn't have to do 
with how many calls І use. If] keep the 
pattern changing and let folks move in 
time with the music, most dancers en- 
joy square dancing. 

In fact, I don't think most folks who 
take up Advanced dancing do it because 
they are bored with Mainstream or 
Plus. They do it because that's where 
their friends are dancing. If their 
friends were going to a good Main- 
stream dance, they wouldn't even think 
about going somewhere else. 

If you want to help us keep square 
dancing around, take your friends to a 
good Mainstream dance. The live mu- 
sic hall (Mainstream) in Manchester 
was full all Saturday night.

This one feels like a departure from the standard Silver Sounds sound in 
that the reliance on piano/keyboards sound is not there. Instead, the sounds of horns, 
а marimba and guitars are used in а nice combination. Check this one out

A new label and a new record. Produced by Crown Records-you van tell ‘cuz it's 
а jumper.

With a steady boom chucka percussion, fiddle and electric guitar leads, this tune 
is happier musically than it is lyrically. You know how it is-you never know how 
good you had it 'til you ain't got no more (pardon the use of the vernacular). Count 
on Quadrille Records to provide some good dancing/singing call music that 
usually feels right on the floor. 


Tush Hoedown/Tush Hoedown Rythym - 56-104 Hoedown 
This two sided hoedown is definitely a departure for square dance music. Hard 
driving rock & roll (good driving music too!) Great for younger audiences and 
dancers and not for the faint of heart-kind of like ZZ Top put to square dance 
music.

1 
have sequins everywhere, Sequins 
sewn on the bottom edge ol a petticoat 
isa look that] really like, so naturally 
soins of all colors have found their 
way to my sewing room, Depending on 
the yardage of your petticoat you can't 
always buy your sequins all at the 
same tine, What а surprise to me 
when I found that | now have enough 
blue sequins ro not only hem my petti- 
coat, but also have à variety of blue 
colors left over. Now, how did this hap- 
pen? Well, | would see sequins on sale 
but didn't have my sample with me 
(shame on me). If the price was .25 
per yard or less, that was such a good 
deal, I couldn't do anything but buy, 
right?

| have been using bits and pieces 
as trim on vests to outline the print on 
aready-made tropical blouse and now 
I am on to Christmas projects. Yes, 1 
know we're in the heat of summer but 
believe me we have to stay one step 
ahead of the overflow of fabric and 
STUFF 1 found a pattern for a basic 
Christmas stocking in a magazine and 
enlarged it.

For 
ndded stability | used an iron on inter-

lions together. You ean do appliques. 
outline a pattern, doa patch work look 
or free form Lo add your trims and the 
sequins. The sequins look especially 
festive. The sequins are by the yard 
and on one stocking the silver sequins 
outline a tree shape. Little bells are 
added here and there and small deco- 
rative buttons are used as trims on the 
tree, making it look like a fully deco- 
rated Christmas tree. I used some 
brown zig zag stitches as a base for 
the tree. Outline the top with stitch- 
ing or a piece of the back fabric to 
make it look like a cuff. You can sew 
this in place or use some “wonder-un- 
der". Instead of sewing the two right 
sides together and turning inside out, 
I used a blanket stitch, on my machine 
it's the blind hem stitch, to stitch the 
two pieces together. It took stitching 
very carefully all around twice to get 
the look I wanted, but it now looks like 
it was stitched by hand.

fabric and attach to the top back. Be 
sure that the loop is strong enough if 
you plan to “STUFF” these 
stockings. | braided three 
strands of heavy cording for 
the loop on one of the stock- 
ings and it looked very nice. I 
was so pleased with how well 
this project looked, | went on 
to make several more. As of 
this writing I have 3 made and 
want to go ahead and make one 
for every family member. As | 
made the second and then the 
third, 1 found that if the fabric 
is doubled it looks almost 
quilted as you add and even 
layer the trims one on top of the 
other, These go together really 
fast once you have several cul 
out and your trims planned out. It 
would be nice to date them and add a 
label “ made by......” then they would 
make a special little gift. 

Now for the Square Dance Тір...1 
played around with different sizes of 
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the stocking pattern and came up with 
a cute idea. On your basic red or Christ- 
mas skirt why not tack on small stock- 
ings, just the front side that has been 
pre-trimed, (о each of 
the gores. On a basic 
cirele skirt you could 
place them on randomly. 
You could also use two 
small stockings as a 
matching trim on the 
yoke of your partners 
shirt. I had the great 
idea for making small 
cloth packages 
that could be 
placed so they 
peek out of 
the top of the 
stocking. I 
haven't put that 
all together yet, but plan to have one 
outfit done before THE SEASON is here. 
Hope you can make one, or several of 
these.

Bernie Coulthurst believes fewer 
people are square dancing because 
there is too much to learn, With all 
respect, I say Nuts. 

European clubs dance through 
Challenge and have plenty of members. 
Gay clubs, too, appear to be growing in 
number and participation despite 
dancing all the way through Challenge. 

The real problem is that square 
dancing in the U.S. has come to be seen 
as an activity only for the elderly. At 
most local dances, the perception is 
proven true. Don't get me wrong. I'm 
delighted to see older people dance. 
zut to keep square dance vital, we need 
a younger version, too. 

This is what square dance needs: 

New clubs where the music is 
modern and the dancing is fast, fast, 
fast. Perhaps associated with colleges, 
or elementary schools to attract young 
parents. No rounds, fewer breaks, 
square dance attire optional. Mostly 
DBD so singles can come. Hard 
dancing for two or three hours and 
socializing afterward. 

Marketing. If somebody can sell 
Listerine, selling square dance ought 
to be a cakewalk. Professional market- 
ing people must exist among our ranks. 
Or maybe we should pay for profes- 
sional advice on how to change our 
image. It is essential to develop the 
product (younger, faster clubs) at the 
same time we market it. My son said 
You need a movie. Or at least a video. 
Now there's an exciting idea. 

Lessons are the lifeblood of square 
dance. In Denmark, weekly lessons, 
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rather than dances, are the focus of the 
club. (Dances are, at most, monthly 
and are multi-level.) Furthermore, we 
need an option for intensive learning 
for those who are interested. A place 
where dancers can learn an entire level 
in one week. 

Even at Toy Story, where Jerry 
Story spun us like tops, even there an 
observer remarked on the age of the 


dancers. It's time to change that 
woman's mind.

I am pleased to read Sue 


Ellingson's letter. To support my 
statement that fewer people are 
square dancing because there is 
too much to learn at the entrance 
level, I will ask Sue and any other 
readers of my column a couple of 
questions so they can make their 
own determination. The first 
question is how many new dancers 
did their club have over the past 
five years? The second question is 
how many of those new dancers 
are dancing today? The answer to 
both questions is easy: "NOT 
VERY MANY!” 

Today's new dancers are lucky to 
get a good exposure to the calls in the 
Mainstream program during their new 
dancer program (they used to be called 
lessons). After graduation they are 
quickly exposed to the real square 
dance world and many realize that it 
simply isn't worth the effort to continue 
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square dancing, The new dancers are 
left out in the cold square dance world 
{о “sink or swim” inthe Plus dominated 
square dance activity, Unfortunately, 
most “sink” and never show up on the 
dance floor again. 

Regarding Sue's comment about 


European clubs having plenty of 
members, they are beginning to face 
the “Plus Problem” that we in the 
United States have been experiencing 
for about 25 years. The downward 
trend is somewhat slower in Europe 
because of their strong support for the 
Basic program and more time being 
spent to teach new dancers the Basic 
and Mainstream programs, 

Sue mentions that the real problem 
is that square dancing in the United 
States has come to be seen as an activity 
only for the elderly. To а degree she is 
right, however there are many clubs 
with a good percentage of their dancers 
being under 25 and many in their teens, 
This elderly image is the result of our 
poor dancer retention over the past 25 
years - little or no new blood. Our

Multi-Cycle 
Method 


by Mike Seastrom 


There are some exciting things 
happening in square dancing these 
days and many areas are seeing their 
numbers grow again. It seems that we 
have a whole generation of “baby 
boomers” whose children are begin- 
ning to leave the nest. These “boomers” 
are looking for an activity to share. 
Some are also thinking about making 
time for exercise. Many that did a little 
country western dancing, that was 
popular a while ago, have grown tired 
of smoke filled bars and dance clubs 
and are looking elsewhere. Some 
ballroom dancers are even looking for 
something new. Square dancing is so 
“politically correct” right now that 
we're crazy not to share our activity 
with more people. 

Market researchers have told us for 
many years that we don't have a 
product to offer, if we can only make it 
available once or twice a year. The old 
way of starting a new dancer program 
only in September and/or January has 
not been very successful. If someone 
wanted to join, and missed the 
opportunity in the few weeks the 
program was open, they'd have to wait 
another year. If a new dancer wanted 
to bring a friend, they would have to 
wait until next years new dancer 
program. We now have the solution! 

The Multi-Cycle Method of organiz- 
ing new dancer dances has been 
around for many years now. In the last 
several years since CALLERLAB has 
been involved in its promotion, we've 
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seen it spread to many areas in the 
world. These areas are growing. Their 
new dancer programs are "booming" 
and adding to the club's treasury 
instead of draining it. So, whatever way 
you chose to use it, this updated 
method can put renewed life in your 
new dancer program. 

The Multi-Cycle Method has also 
been called 10 + 10, among other 
names, but the concept is still the same. 
By starting more than once or twice a 
year, you make our activity more 
available to potential dancers. Instead 
of waiting until next year, your 
enthusiastic new dancers become your 
best recruiters and can bring their 
friends several times each year. They 
can even dance with those they recruit 
immediately. By having two or three 
new dancer groups on the same night, 
you increase your revenue and more 
people means more fun. Those who 
miss dance nights or need additional 
dance time can repeat a cycle as 
necessary, instead of dropping out and 
waiting so long to start again. 

There are many ways to run the 
Multi-Cycle Program. You'l want to

adapt this plan to fit your group and 
modify it as you go to make it work безі 
for your situation. 

You still need to promote and 
recruit new dancers with as much 
effort as before. Use as many ideas as 
you can, and really encourage your 
new dancers to bring their friends. 
Personal contact is still the best 
recruiting tool, 

Since every area is a little different, 
the Multi-Cycle Method is being used in 
a variety of ways. The 10 week version 
can have five starts per year and the 12 
or 13 week version can start four times 
a year. Others have had great results 
starting three times a year or every 17

weeks. It's ideal to run your new 
dancer program all year round, but 
that can be adjusted to fit your hall or 
seasonal schedule. 

Divide your dance night into two or 
three separate periods. For example, 
in a three hour night you can either 
have two groups or cycles, dancing one 
and a half hours each, or three cycles 
dancing one hour each. You can 
alternate tips among the groups 
throughout the night, or can divide the 
dance into separate time periods for 
each cycle. 

Let's assume you start a cycle in 
September and start a new cycle every

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sent a comment to me that he found on the 
caller's E-mail bulletin board. It was from а 
book review that was posted by a woman in 
Canada. She thought it might be of interest to 
folks concerned with the diminishing numbers 
of square dancers, The book was Bowling 
Alone by Robert Putnam. 

At the recent annual meeting of the Tri 
State Callers Association, Clark Baker 
suggested that it might make a good future 
program if a couple of us read the book and 
then had an open discussion of it at a meeting. 
With that much of a push I decided that it might 
be interesting so I bought a copy. I have been 
unable to put it down until I reached the end 
just a couple of days ago. 

Prof. Putnam (Harvard) has provided an 
astounding compilation of data from hundreds 
of research efforts. He is investigating the status 
of what he calls “social capital.” Simply put this 
term identifies the value of our interpersonal 
interaction. The pleasure, comfort, benefit, 
advantage, etc, that we humans get from 
working and playing together. This is 
something that square dancers know a lot about. 
We nearly all find tremendous value in the 
relationships we have built through participa- 
поп in this great activity 

The book makes a powerful point. Every 
organization in our society has experienced a 
growth and decline pattern over the past half 
century that is nearly identical to the one we all 
know about in square dancing. It turns out that 
Tom Brokaw's “Greatest Generation” were 
(are) also the last of the joiners. Every 
generation since has been less inclined to join 
the organizations of our society whether they 
are churches, service clubs, or sports leagues 
(bowling, for instance.) 
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Milestone Award 77 
Prof. Putnam explores many of the things 
we have all mentioned as possible reasons for 
the reduced participation in square dance clubs. 
The only one that he believes can be held 
responsible directly is television. Most of the 
time we don't spend on organizational activities 
is spent in front of the TV. Things he does not 
find responsible include less free time, single 
parenting, divorce, mobility, the Internet and 
lots of other likely candidates. 

The impact of this information for me was 
overwhelming. I have felt for some time that 
the decline in square dance participation must 
be the result of something we had done. I have 
worried that we have made square dancing 
too complicated or that we have focused too 
much on choreographic success while 
ignoring the music and smooth movement. 
This book suggests strongly that our decline 
has much less to do with what we have done 
than I had believed. 

That doesn't mean that we haven't made 
any mistakes. It doesn't say that we can't do 
a better job of recruiting if we make some 
changes. It is clear that we are trying to 
attract people in a society where people are a 
whole lot less interested in joining - 
anything - than the folks who helped square 
dancing grow so vigorously in the 1960's. 
Some important changes may be needed. 
But at least | don't have to feel that we drove 
people out by the way we changed. They 
were going anyway. 

Square dancing is a wonderful way to 
build “social capital." We all know the value of 
the relationships we have built in our clubs. 
The book says that having those kinds of 
relationships can make us healthy and wealthy. 
We can find them in square dancing - and it's 
a lot of fun. Let's keep on selling it.

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CLUB LEADERSHIP NOTES 


Bernie Coulthurst 


Summer is over. The freezer is full of 
garden vegetables and berries, and the 
square dance season has started in full 
swing. Many clubs do not have regular 
dances during the summer. This is à 
good policy because it gives the dancers 
a break from regular dances. Then, 
when the fall returns, the dancers can't 
wait until that first club dance comes 
up on the calendar. For most dancers 
the summer is for special dances and 
state and provincial square and round 
dance conventions. 

What is happening in the square 
dance world? We think that our 
numbers have stabilized somewhat 
and in some areas the square dance 
population actually increased. It seems 
we are losing fewer new dancers, 
especially in areas where Mainstream 
is still the predominant program. Here, 
in Central Wisconsin, our dancer 
population increased about twenty 
percent. How do I know? Our subscrip- 
tion count for our area square dance 
publication, Chit-Chat, increased about 
twenty percent, How did it happen? 
Strong enthusiastic club leadership 
and enthusiastic callers are the 
common denominators for our in- 
creases. Will the increase continue? I 
would say emphatically yes. Why - 
because the marketing bug is catching 
on as club leaders and callers realize 
that MARKETING WORKS! 

Our Central Wisconsin Square 
Dance Association is matching club 
marketing investments up to $100 per 
club allowing clubs to double the 
12 





marketing impact of their marketing 
dollars. This is a great idea and other 
area, state and provincial dance 
associations should consider financial 
incentives to market square dancing. 

We sent samples of our restaurant 
placemats all over the United States 
and Canada. Many organizations are 
using them in one way or another. We 
have ten placemats using different 
headlines that are designed to get the 
attention of the readers in restaurants 
às they wait for their food. If you are 
interested in getting a set of these 
placemats, please e-mail, call or write 
to us. A self-addressed and stamped 
(55 cents) envelopes would be nice but 
not required. We will keep you 
informed about the results of organiza- 
tions using our placemats in future 
articles, It is so gratifying to learn 
about many clubs and individuals who 
are interested in doing more marketing 
in their respective areas.

Then intensive mar- 
keting came into the picture. Now they 
have about thirty members including 
six teenagers.

But 
I'd certainly like to share the dance with you again.

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on the back yoke. Preferably two 
smaller ones on the front and one a 
little larger in the back. A nice touch 
would be to pick up a color in the 
applique for the color of your partners 
tie. Another skirt that lends itself to 
trims is the gore skirt in a solid color. 
You can sew, hand sew, or use R-11 to 
attach appliques to the different 
panels. This is a 
perfect way to havea 
theme skirt, such as 
using Christmas 
decorations on each 
panel. For your part- 
ners shirt...you 
guessed it...trim the 
yokes. If you are a 
beginner sewer than 
you CAN add rick- 
rack, lace, ribbons 
or what ever you feel 
is you, to either of 
these skirts. You can 
dress up any of the basic solid color 
skirts and blouses with trims of your 
choice. One of the smartest DRESSED 
UP outfits was made with a basic 
black outfit that the dancer had fixed 
up with rows and rows of gold 
riekrack. There was rickrack on the 
ruffle edges on the skirt and even 
sewn on the seam line up the gores of 
the skirt. The blouse was trimmed 
with the gold on the neck ruffle and the 
sleeve ruffles, and topped with a gold 
bows placed here and there on the 
ruffle of the skirt and one at the center 
of the blouse neck ruffle. Her partners 
shirt was black with some small gold 
applique and he wore a gold lamé tie. 
This was some sharp outfit...real 
classy with a western flair. 
For beginner sewers... 
A basic gore skirt pattern can be 
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purchased from several mail order 
shops. The basic skirt pattern and 
others can be ordered from Aron's 
Square Dance Shop (see the ad in the 
classifieds) The ideas are endless on 
making this basic skirt. Just let your 
creativeness take over. When our 
granddaughter started square dancing, 
we purchased the Authentic pattern # 
318. This pattern is for 
a very simple eight 
gore skirt and basic 
peasant blouse. The 
first skirt she made 
only had one ruffle on 
the bottom, and as she 
gained confidence in 
all that gathering she 
added two or three 
ruffles on the bottom, 
The blouse was also 
"ai easy for her as a 

beginner sewer. (This 
is the basic gore skirt 
pattern that I use. It adapts very well to 
all the different ideas.) 

A basic circle skirt can be made 
from several different directions. For a 
beginner, it might be best to make your 
own circle skirt pattern. The following 
is a reprint from the booklet I prepared 
for the Sewing Clinic for the North 
Carolina State Convention. You can 
use your imagination for the trims , etc. 

Regular Way.... 

Make a pattern, place the point of a 
compass at the upper left hand corner of 
tracing paper, (Christmas wrap works 
well or use newspaper), and draw out a 
5" corner. Lay one end of a yardstick up 
against this curved pencil line; mark 
yourlength at the other end at 23 1/2" (or 
your petticoat length plus 2 1/2") Lift 
the yard stick and set down again a few 
times, marking as you go from one edge

cul pattern piece out at curved line 
markings. Open out 2 1/2 yards of fabric 
and refold so that the full width is folded, 
Mark waistband and lay pattern on 
fabric so one side is along the fabric fold 
line and the other side butts up against 
waistline mark, Cut out waistband; then 
cut out pattern piece. Lay pattern out 
again and cut, Waistband can now be 
trimmed to your correct waist size plus 
a few inches for button and buttonhole. 
With right sides together, sew all seams 
leaving a side or back upper seam open 
for a zipper. Sew in zipper, attach 
waistband, add button and make 
buttonhole; let skirt hang overnight 
before hemming. When ready to 
hem...turn up a narrow hem on 
your sewing machine or a rolled 
hem on your serger. 
Easy Way.... 

You may want to cul à pattern for 
the circle skirt but I find that | ean just 
use a measuring tape and cut it out 
quicker than using a pattern. A basic 
circular skirt can be made very easy 
using a compass and yard stick (or 
measuring tape). Fold fabric in half so 
that raw edges are together. Measure 
using a compass (or ribbon if you've 
already marked it) down from the 
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corner the desired waist measure- 
ment, mark from edge to edge. From 
this line measure for the length using 
the yardstick, measuring tape or 
ribbon, the desired length (allowing for 
а 5/8" hem). Mark from edge to edge. You 
will cut 2 of these, one on the fold of 
fabric, the other on fabric that is doubled, 
80 you will have 3 pieces, a front and two 
backs. You can also cut 2 of these on the 
fold so you will only have a front and 
back. Cut a waistband and attach. 

One of the prettiest skirts you can 
make for square dancing is the circular 
skirt with a bottom ruffle. The ruffle is 
added for a richer, fuller look, while the 
circular top gives a smooth look to your 
waistline. The ruffle should measure at 
least 8" deep when finished. You will 
need 2 3/4 to 3 vards of 45" fabric for a 
circular skirt and ruffles. 

Hope this "back to basics” has been 
à help. Sometimes we get too compli- 
cated, when really a simple pattern, 
trimmed just right is really a sharp 
outfit on the dance floor. 

Now get ready for all the NEW 
DANCERS and be ready to help them 
just as we were helped when we were 
NEW DANCERS. Remember??!!

17 weeks (three starts per year) and 
have three hours of dancing each 
night. For your very first cycle you 
can hold a new dancer dance from 
7:00 — 8:30 and a "club funshop" from 
8:30— 10:00 p.m. We've even heard of 
clubs holding a line dance program 
the first half of the evening and a 
square dance program the second 
half. You decide how best to run the 
first cycle of your group. Even if 
you've planned the "old standard" 
program of one start per year, you 
can always switch to the Multi-Cycle 
Method and start another cycle on 
the same night to inerease your 
numbers and revenue, The next 
start is in 17 weeks, or the first part 
of January. Divide your night in two 
parts and teach your new cycle 7:00 
- 8:30 and your September group 
[rom 8:30 — 10:00. After 17 weeks, or 
the first part of May, you can 
graduate your September group and 
start another cycle. This spring 
start is around daylight savings time 
and has proven to be an ideal time to 
recruit new dancers. 

The shorter dance time is great for 
new dancers because it gives them time 
to build stamina. Instead of them going 
home tired out, you actually leave them 
wanting more and excited about 
coming back the following week. When 
dancers finish the first cycle they are 
encouraged to bring their friends and 
while they are dancing the second cycle 
they are also “angeling” their friends in 
the first cycle and reinforcing what 
they've previously learned. 

If dancers get behind or miss a few 
weeks, they are encouraged to repeat that 
cycle and don't have to wait a year for the 
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program to start again. We also find that 
we gain many former dancers, because 
they have opportunities to join when they 
feel comfortable many different times 
each year. Call vour former members and 
encourage them to come back and “help” 
at your new dancer dances, 

It takes several starts to build 
momentum, so DON'T GIVE UP AFTER 
ONE OR TWO STARTS. You really need 
to try this program for more than a year 
to fine tune it to fit your situation. Once 
you gel to where your new dancers 
become your primary recruiters, the 
momentum you can build is exciting. 

Let your new dancers feel like 
they're part of the club. Consider 
having refreshments, theme nights, 
and occasional decorations, so your 
new dancer dances are like a party. 
Include your new dancers in club 
picnics, camp-outs, theater nights and 
other club activities. Create additional 
dancing opportunities by visiting 
other groups or attending special 
dances. geared for new dancers. One 
successful club alternates club and 
new dancer tips on their own dance 
night. They not only get a larger 
attendance at club dances, but their 
new dancers get more dance time and 
feel like they're part of the club. 

If you want to increase the numbers 
in your club, update your new dancer 
program. Focus your club's attention 
on new dancers, You'll make it easier 
for people to join square dancing and 
will be delighted with the results.
